According to the decision of this Court 
DA MOTTA had to evacuate his premises in METZLER's 
hovse. Taking into consideration the fact that DA MOTTA' 
8 common law wife - Sarah KUCHMWAR and her relatives - 
family KOPELIOVITCH are subjected to the jurisdiction 
of the Chinese Law, the above judgment of the FPortugu- 
ese Court was presented for approbation to the Chinese 
Court. The latter fully approved the mentioned deci- 
aion ( see judjment enclosed herewith), but this judgj- 
ment of the local Chinese Court waa appealed by the 
defendanta to the Chinese High Court.

Sirs 

I beg to report that at 10.00 a.m, on 30=6~42 
the vice chairman of the Russian Emigrants Committee 
D.¥. Kochneff and the undersigned visited the French 
Police. C.1. Bmelianoff is on leave and we interviewed 
Chief Inspector Delorme. I stated the reason of our 
visit, explained the plan of registration of Russian 
Emigrants through the Committee and asked him if a similar 
procedure could be adopted in the French Concession. 
Mr. Delorme informed me that the Freneh Folice intend to 
use their previous registration in order to ascertain 
the changea in the number of residents of the Concession 
and explained that it would be most difficult te excludes 
the Russians from the other residents, He told me that 
if the 3.M.P. authorities ere interested in the total 
number of Russian Emigrants the French Police will give 
all information regarding this question, 

In my opinion Mr, Delorme has his instructions 

and is not the wan to reach any decisions when some 


changes in routine work are conccrned,

‘Police Uncover Large-Scale 
Gambling Den In Russian Ci 


Energetic investigations pursucd 
by the local Police. fellowing in- 
formation receivect resulted in the 
sensational discovery of a large- 
scale gambling den, which has for 
some time been operated at the 
premises occupied by a Russicn ¢lub 
at 147 Weihaiwei Koad, Central 
Press reports. 

The establishment, which has been 
eperated on a lavish scale under 
the direction of one Wang Mow- 
Ting, included facilities for numer- 
ous pames of chance, both Chinese 
and foreign. 

The operators of the establishment, 
learning that the Police authorities 
had got wind of their illegal activi- 
ties, resorted to bribery and ap- 
proached the Chief of the Sin-Chen 
Police Station, Li Kuo-Hua, who 
was offered a gift of $300,000. 

Police Chief Li, however, proved 
infallible to the temptation and re- 
-ported the matter to hes suncrior 
authorities. As a result preparations 
were made for a rcid on the estab- 
lishment. which was successfully can- 
rued] out on Saturday. 

Masquerading as patrons of the 
establishment. picked members of the 
Police entered the gambling den on 
Saiurday evening; and there carried 
out a strict supervision over the

Japanese, French, Portuguese, Spanish 
Indian. Denish ancl Russian nationals, 
besides Chinese nationals wha con- 
stituted the miajoriiv of the patrons. 

A large quaniity of gambling para- 
phernalia was also seized during ithe 
raid.

By the present notice I make known to all Portusuese 
subjects in China, that the present intervention of the Powers in the 
Empire being only against the Boxers an@ other anti- foreigners, it 
does not change in any way the existent regimen of the Treaties. 
Therefore, in order to prevent the sale of arms and ammunitiong to 
our enemies, I gave full power to the Municipal Police to confiscate, 
without need of ung formaiity,the contraband goods which any Portuguese 
subject might have landed or stored without special permission 
from the competent representative cf H. M. F. M's, any violation of 
this rule shoulfd fal} under the penaity of the art, 156 of the

We have received the fallawing :— 
MANIFESTO FROM THE YUNNAN MILITARY 

GOVERNMENT OF THE PUNITIVE ARMY 

REPRESENTING REPUBLICAN CHINA 
AGAINST HIGH TREASON TO 
THE FRIENDLY POWERS, 
GREETING. 

Tt is the bounden duty of every nation 
in thie world toact in couformity with the 
principles of fairneas and civilization ia 

‘order that the people may show their goad 
qnalities and perfurm their part towards 
vis upliftiog of mankind. Harmanions 
co-operation batwser China and the 
foreign countries as well as that between 
governor and governed must be built 
upon the solid foundation of aincerity 
aod faircess. During the Jast years 
of the Teing Dyvasty the misrule of 
tha country waa in direct contravention 
of the modern principles of government; 
aud im consequence our citizans ia- 
auguresed a new regina and established 
the present republicanform of government. 

Yueu Shih-kai professed hia attachment 
to the new government with tha selfish 
object of edvancing himself to the office 
of Presideut. Twice npon accepting the 
office he swore before tha people of China 
and the foreign nations that he wonld be 
faithful to tbe Republic and that he 
would strictly observe the constitution. 
Notwithstanding this be has doring his 
administration and on divers occasions set 
the constitution af naught; ood had not 
his despotic rule endangered the very 
eRstence of the state, our people would 
have/borne it with pattence in order to 
sea the reault of his administration. 

But during the pas$ four years he has 
exercised his powers in the most arbitrary 
manner, and has bad recourse to vile 
intrigues and most unscrupulous methods 
wich the result that public opinion has heen 
suppressed and good and peacoful citizens 
put todeath. Indeed, hie abuse of power 
has even gone to tle extent of tampering 
with the conscience of the entire people. 
If we examine the resanlis ef his 
administration, we fiad that be has 
sucked out the bloof of the people end 
bas rendered their tives miserable for 
the purpose of gratifying his tyrapvical 
ambifiona. Should thia atate of things 
be suff-red to continue for any leugth of 
stime, no trace of humanity will ba left 
in China. Moreover, his policy towarda 
ths foreign powera hag b en one of deceit 
and trickery, in ¢ons¢quence of which 
oar cwuintry hx entirely lost her prestige 
in the familly of nations,

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A great civil comttotion has thas beeome 
inevitab'e which will give canae for an- 
siety te the friendly powers. Faatead of 
repentiog of bia crimes Yuan Shik Kai 
hag vow even dared to violate hia oath 
of office; be has surrounded himself with 
partinaut ; be hag detibarately misrepre- 
roated the people's will end has made 
himself emperor, overawipg the people 
oo the one hend and impasing vpon the 
foreign vations on the other. Ho bag 
been advised in vain te follow the path 
of sincerity oud righteousness, aud every 
mzsn9 ul waking him abide by the con- 
stitution Las been tried without resnuit. 
This Military Governmant cannot bat 
look with commiseration upon the de- 
strictinn of brman rrinciples and the 
end of cur natignal existence, and has 
therefore solemaly resolved to mobilize 
ali its forces to puninh the traitor 
who has reodered himself guilty of 
Violatirg bis ash of ¢ffivr, cf setting the 
coustitution at naught: of b inging disaster 
to the reople, and cf usurping the powers

Koreover when the new Government succeeds the crippled 
Government of Yuan's, it is evident that it will have no 
ability to support Banks whose funds have been misappropriated 
by an individual. Yuen obtains cash money by means of 
iasuing bank notes and uses the same as military funds to 
oppose the Republican army. As these banks raise military 
funde for Yuan, they are enemies of the Republican arny. 

That the merchants and people of our country negotiate the 
notes after the outbreak, ia just the aame ag they provide 
Yuan with the sharpest weapons to indipestly endanger the 
Republican army. These notes resliy have the purpose of 
opposing the Military Government of the new Republic, and 

it is impossible for the new Government to approve the issue. 
What our people hope for in the early conclusion of the war 
ant the restoration of peace. The longer the war tate, the 
longer the citizens will auffer. If the people negotiate 
theee notes, it means to say that they do not want a short 
war, but ralae large sume of money to make the war last long. 


fhe purpose of the debenture bonds is the same as that of 
the notes. Our people buy endless danger with their 

useful money. Both the people and bhe nation will sufi'er 
thpough the purchase, and it ia the same aes if they killed 
thempelves. As regards the above explanation, our people 
should take precattions to avoid #uch a danger even 

though the Yunnan Military Government does not iasue such — 
a notification, 

Aa we fear that the people in the interior may not 
know of the above warning as communications are slow, or 
that it may be coneealed, or that it will reach the 
interior too late so that the people have already autfered, 
we now despatch this letter for the information of our 
people and for their attention.

of belng concerned in the murder of a Japanese was concerned. 

With the functtoning of these officials in the 
Settlomente, the Japanese Gonsulate informed us they had 
nothing to do and it ie intimated in the Captain 
Superintencent's report published in the Budget for 1916 
that the charge of inproper functioning etill holds gact.

In the latter part of 1915, Nieleen had a rooms at No. 
la Jinkee Road, where he kept chemicals and chemical 
appliances.

In June 1916 Nielsen was reported to be making homba 
in Chapel.

Ve have received particulars about the judgenent over the 
last arms transaction which finished at the Kixed Court 
yesterday. 
The English Press calls the judgement a masterplece but 
if everybody thinks ao that's a question, it only 
showa how the English fear the Germans. 
We admit there ia a breach of the Bye Law 33 regarda 
the storing of ammunition at Thompson's house No.l 
Yu Yuen Road but Gon't forget that it ia practical, 
impossible for a German merchant to get a godom 
sapecially from neutrals, thanks to the olever 
work of the ‘nglish. Th 

In the godown where the four gune are, munition is 
not allowed to bebstored, and as the Thompson's house 
Was suitable it was put there. 

The arrest of the five Ohinese was illegal but the 
Police do not care, tt seems to be the practices now 
in both Settlenents. 
The captured ammunition was the property of the Ghinese 
Government and that's why there waa no application for 
a German Assessor. The Court thought that 320 for 
the hire of a van was unusually high but what about the 
Shan hai Horse Bazgar and their oharges and there is 
another thing, it is very remarkable that the 
Police Legal Advisor had forgotten to mention the 
presenoe of a Chinese offioer in uniform whan the 
sumunition was aeized. The presence of 4 Chinese 
officer in uniform covers the Bye Law 37. The Police 
had no richt to open the bees and have no right to 
esk for a permit, there is no such law. 
When ur. Sommers asked the Police Legal Adviser whers he 
could get a permit, the Police Legal Adviser sould net danawer. 
The permit issued by the German Jonsulate was only done to 
oblige the Qhiness Government.

We don't deny that the figure 36 was added to the originally 
figure 44 but it was done by the proper Ghinese Authorities 
and it 1s not a forgery, only an eobiiical business transactions 
The reason why lir. Sommets has not produced the permit in 
Gourt, is because the permit belonged to the Ghinsse 
Government and he had no authority over it. 
The Assessor in this cage is the sane official who heard 
the “iHedicine for India" case and who called himself at 
that time an “official of Hie iMnajeaty of Great Britain." 
To make it short the so-culied master piece of judgment 
was given under the instructions of higher authority.

fhore aro a crop of rumours concerning the fighting whioh 
toak placo in tho vicinity of Jeesieh during tho past few 
days. Lhe following account is the result of caroful 
invostigntion and it may bo taken as substantially corroct. 

About 8 day&arze tho rebels in Kianryin sont 
representatives to. wusgioh whe requested qa loan of 
480,000.00 from the-Ghamber of Comierce in that City 
fhey throatened that thoy would attack the Cit, 
ir tho money was not forthcoming. The Chambor of 
Comsorco while protending to the rebel roprosentativoa 
that they woro considering the matter, sont a telezram 
to Ghiangchun Fong of Nanking requesting him to sond 
troops to suard tho City. As a result of this roquest 
about 600 initantry and 500 cavalrynen arrived in shisich 
from Nanking about noon on 22nd inatant. Ti:e same day 
tho Vhambor or Commorce announced to the rebel reprosenta- 
tives that they declined to acceda to thoir roqueat. 

About 9.70 awe O4rd instant the Nanking soldiora 
atartod from \tusish with the intention of taking up 
an position at somo point between that Oity and Kiangyin 
whero thoy would intorcopt soldiors who wore sont from 
w.iangyin to attack dusioh. ‘tho inrantry travellod by 
boat and the cavalry ty land, both forces koeping in 
touch with oach other. wvho siangyin rebels loarned 
of tho plans of the Govornnont troops and cane forward 
to moet them with the result that whon the Northern 
troops reached a point some twonty 11 te-tee—neme 
weet—e# vusichn Odie about 5.50 pem. 23rd instant the 
rebals who were undor oevor opened fire on them with 
ritilees and ficld gune killing and wounding several 
Governnent saldiors and sinking one of their boate. 

The lattor then beat a rotroat to itusioh. fhe rebels 
did not pursuc them. 

a Tho foiiowing day the Govormaont troope who had 
cone from Nanking wore re-inforaod by troops from 
Woosieh City. Thoy returned to the attack and drove 
tie rebols back to a psaca called Ching Yang .% 28 
sBone twenty Li frog. doosioh. Mle rebel outposta 
are atill at that place. Sinco tho incidents mentioned 
took place, furthor contingents of Governmont troopa havo 
arrived in soosieh from Jooaung and Nanking. It is 


estinatod that there are now throo thousand Governnent 
soldicra in Wusioh and another thousand are oxpocted 
to arrivo vory soon. It is stated that those troops 
will march againet tho sdangyin forcos and that 
anothor scontingant of Govornmont troops will advance 
on that placo from Ghangchoy. The rebole have 
Littio ciance of succesefully rosiating these converging 
forces and it is foarod that thoy will aplit up and 
form thonaclvos inte numorous robbor bdanca. 

No firing has beon hoard in Wlisioch since 
2 Mee 24th inat. The shops which had boon slosed 
since the evoning of 23rd inst bezan to open 
on the afternoon of that day and everytiing 
jad sasumed a normal appoaranose on 25th inpute 
Tho Nanking soldiers have established tholr hoadquartora

As scon as the northern treope arrived 
at that place they leeted all the inhabitants add when ths 
latter detiined te allow them to take away the things 
they desired,the seldiers acted brutaliy;maseacring every 
bedy. There are several hundred women in the town, named, 
and all ef them were raped. When the northern troope 
were defeated, they removed their barracks te other places, 
setting fire everywhere. All the heousee of that tem were 
burnt. Alae{ What have eur people dene to merit suoh 
suffering? 3% I as a schol and poor. My gon died a 
leng time age and I ie 2s with my wife, daughter-in- 
law and grand daughter. On 25th February the northern 
troope came to my house and took away my daughter-in-law 
by force. On the follewing day I heard that she hast. 
committed auloide and on 28th seme mere northern treeps 
came my house and asked me to inform them of the whereabeute 
of my grand daughter. I wae greatly alarmed. They then 
went to the kitohen and took away the child whe is enly 
twelve years gf old. On the evening of $rd Maroh, it 
was raining when ay wife and I heard some men mocking at 
my deor. Afterwards five northern troeepa entered my 
house, under the pretext of aveliding the rain. They wished 
my wife t£aké to sieep with them. My wife told them that 
ahe was ar; old woman; she ia ever fifty. One of them 
aeid that they did not desire her te bear ohildren, eo 
her age did not matter. They stabbed me in the right leg 
with their bayonets and as uy wife declined te do what 
they wished, they killed her with their bayonets. Aias! 
three of the four members of my family were killed and 
I mow that some families there have suffered much worse 
than mins. I+ ie reported that the 1orthern Seg at 
Luchow4i~4-, Natyi( SG, Shihlaig es , nea ee 
and other districts have been guilty ¢ ef more brutal con- 
duct. New the Yunnan trecpe have arrived, and the northern 
troops have retreated but my injured leg is not yet better.

4o received them through the Chinese Post Office 
in the month of cebruary last and has been using some as 
wrappers for his medicine bottles.

I was born in shanghai thirty eix years ago, I was 
educated in St. John's University, and left school in 
1902. I then became an agent to the New York Life 
Insurancs Co. I remained there till 1995, when I gessewdd. 
Yarbsg tre Chinese Navy as a cadet. A few montha after 
jJoiné@/the Navy, the a.a. "Hai Tien® to which I was 
assipned, waa sunk, and I had to leave that position. 

I then became a teacher to a rich family called Lt 

in Sian Kong village near Ningpo. I remained there 
till 1906. I then became a purchaser for the Anglo- 
Chinese dispensary. I worked for that concern for ons 
year, after which I went to Hankow, where I opened a 
stationer's shop.

Regarding attached, I beg to report that acter the first 
revolution the Liberal Party was organised in Shanghai under 
the patronage of Sun Yat Sen. Its headquarters were situated 
in Tah Zune Li [te ¥ ) Chinese City. In 1913 after the 
second rebellion the police raided the office and seized the 
books. The party then dissolved. Wong Sz Kou {£4#f— &€ ) 
was a menber of the party then. He afterwards became Captain 
of the gunboat Kyuin Woo (4§ ge ) and was dismissed after the 
Chau Ho incident. Wong secured employment as interpreter to 
Rudinger on Ieat instant. A few days leter he and some friends 
had a meeting at which they dscided to restore the Liberal 
Party. Having done this, they established their headquarters 
at 9 Ning Ho Li (4& fe B ). Séme days after Wong Sz Kon 
and Rudingser went to interview Dr. Sun Yat Sen in connection 
with the movement. They were received by the secretary of 
the latter, Ho Han Ming (fH ;® ®& )- He expressed his 
approval of the movement. No further steps have been taken 
in the matter. 

Rudinger seems to have no professional connection with the 
party. He seema to be interssted in the matter because of 
his interpreter, who is the principal promoter of the party.

Loo Vung San (24 Noe }, the minor rebel leader, who 
visited this Station geeterday and complained of being pestered 
for money by his followers, came again to-day accompanied by 
three other leaders. Loo Vung San stated that he had received 
$5336 to divide among 280 men, from various provinces, Wong Kwe 
Jui (hE AT S&S ) stated that ne had received $140 for distribution 
among 60 men, natives of Anhui, Waung Jeu Ling (# tm #K.) stated 
that he hadi received $140 for distribution among 54 men, natives 
of Anhui, and Chau Leu Sih (sie = ) stated that he had received 
#5,600 for distribution among'1,¢€80 of his men who are natives 
of Hunan. They pointed out that the repatriation money referred 
to above is hopelessly inadequate and they propose to interview 
Mr. Yu Ya Ching with a view to securing financial assistance 
from the Chinese Chamber of Commerce. The object of their 
visits to the Police is to secure official recognition of their 
position and support of their claims on the funds of the Chamber 
of Commerce. Yu Ya Ching has, so far, managed to evade them

I am a native of Yunnan Provinces. I have been a member of 
the Revolutionary Party for 12 years. I have been living at 
Shanghai off and on for the past five years and have visited 
piaces all over China in the interests of my party. I am 
one of the minor rebel leaders and control 34f men who are 
natives of aifferent provinces. They all live in Frenchtowm 
and are in very poor circumstances as they could find no 
employment, and had pawned most of their clothing. They 
mManased to get enough to sat by borrowing money from rich 
people and sometimes obtained some by threats. I am @ supporter 
of Sun Yat Sen. =‘ My office is at No. 10 Poo Eu Faung | 


Taau Sz Ka Wf 3} (> Prenchtow. When the repatriation lists 


were opsned I sent a list of 292 names to the office. The 
remiinder 144 I sent to Yu Ya Ching with 9 request that he 
forward them to the Repatriation Offices. Thia he did but the 
namea were not recognised. I also applied for $918 which I 
had personally lost in the public service but this was also 
refused. On the aftsrnoon of the 23rd inst. I went to the 
Office to draw the money for my followers who had been 
recognised and received $536. When passing #long Nantao with 
the money I was held up bt three of my men named Waung Song 
Dau (2MieL) and hie brother,and Yau Ts Zung (fi 4 ia } and 
robbed of $120.

The regulations governing the repatriation of rebels 
in Shanghai have boon adopted aftor careful consideration 
by tho Shanzhai Military Governor, the gontry and the 
rebel lLoadors and havo mot with tho approval of the 
Tuchun of siangsu, Fong Kuo Ghang. The office for the 
purpose was ostabliahod on thse premisce of the Bureau of 
Roclaincd Land at Vai Sung Jao ¥ outside the 
Neosat Gate on the lith Soptomber. Tho lists of nemes of 
rebels which were sent to the iillitary Governor's yamen 
will not bo taken into considoration and the rebols in 
Shanghai should send their names and scaroers for 
investigation to tho office above montioned betwoen the 
13th of Soptomber and 6 Pema. on the 17th of September. 
Thoks robols who send in thoir nanos individually or 
after the expiry of the time mentioned will hot bea accepted. 
Those robols whe wish to mako arrangements with the 
Shanshai iuilitary Govornor re thoir repatriation should 
call at the offlcee. Phe following are the regulations 
governing the repatriation:- 

(1} Tho ropatriation of rebels in Shanshail is carricd 
out by the representatives of the lillitary Governor's 
yanon, the leaders of the various rovolutionary parties 
and the noted gentry and merchants in Shanshal. 

(9) The office for tho repatriation of rabels haa boen 
established by the representatives of the liilitary 
Govornor's ganon on the premises of the Reclaimed Land 
Burcau at Vail Sung Jao outsids the West Gate. 

(3) A Buroau of Investigation has been establishod in 
the office for tho repatriation of robels. 

{4. After the office for the repatriation of robole 
is established, the loadora of the various rebol parties 
should forward kkt#&ust lista of the anus of their 
followers within tho datos montiovcd. 

(5) Tho money tor the ropatriation will be handed to 
the roebol leaders for distribution amongst thoir followers. 
Those robel leaders who have suffered loss and are unable 
to support themselves through their devotion to the 
public cause, should sond a olear account to the office 
where thoy will rocoive monotary assistance and consicerqeltn | 

(a} Aftor the money for the rsapatriation issued, the - 
robvel leaders shall undertake the responsibility of } 
disbanding their follovwore. + 

(7) Those rebols who do not belong to any party shal 
Place thonsolves undor the contrsl of notod rebel lendore 
and the Latter will give thom letters of introduction 
with which thoy can come to tho office. 

(8) Aftor the robols are disbanded, the officials 
of the provinces who undertake the work of ropatriation 
will son@ copies of the names and native placos of rabels 
who have beon repatriated to the Authorities of provinces 
to which thoy belong, so that protection wlll bs ronderod:

(9) Tho robol loadors shall sond the names of raboels

Dest ps Meals 
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Eulogistic Addresses 
Made At Memorial 
Service 


New York, Mar. 20. 

Memorial services for the late 
President of China, Dr. Sun Mile 
sen, were held yesterday at In- 
ternational House in the presence 
of about 1,000 persons. The cere- 
monies were conducted in the 
Chinese manner by Mr. Yau 
Chang-fu, a merchant of this city. 

Many of the speakers were in 
native costume as they bowed be- 
fore the portrait of the first Pre- 
sident of the Republic of China. 
Some bore fruit to symbolize the 
riches he tried to bring to the 
400,000,000 inhabitants of his 
country; while others brought flow- 
ers as tributes to his lifelong 
labours which ended on March 12 
in the city of Peking; and last, 
incense was burned to portray the 
prayers of his followers for the 
prosperity of the Chinese people. 
This portrait was draped with the 
five coloured flag cf China. 

The speakers were Mr. Lung
